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SELECTMENS  LETTER 

During  the  past  year  work  has  progressed  on  the 
municipal  sewer  system.  As  a  result  of  approval  by  the 
Town  at  the  Special  Town  Meeting  January  28,  1977,  a 
contract  with  Whitman  &  Howard  Engineers  and  the  State 
of  New  Hampshire  has  been  signed  for  the  design  phase. 
This  project,  when  completed,  will  alleviate  current 
waste  disposal  problems,  including  disposition  of 
domestic  septic  tank  pumpings,  as  well  as  increase  the 
potential  for  continued  growth  in  the  industrial  -  com- 
mercial zones. 

Much  of  our  efforts  have  been,  as  usual,  taken  up  by 
the  routine  tasks  associated  with  the  administration  of 
the  Town.  Included  has  been  participation  on  the  Building 
Committee,  and  representative  membership  on  other 
Boards  and  Committees  both  local  and  regional. 

In  addition  to  the  regular  care  and  maintenance  of  Town 
Buildings,  this  year  has  also  seen  the  installation  of  a 
heating  system  and  insulation  in  the  new  section  of  the 
Town  Barn.  It  is  with  nostalgic  regret  that  the  Board  and 
Townspeople  have  not  been  able  to  arrive  at  a  feasible 
use  for  the  "Watson  Cottage".  Present  intentions  are 
to  sell  the  building  for  relocation  and  restoration  to  make 
way  forthe  proposed  new  municipal  building. 

This  report  would  be  incomplete  were  it  not  to  include 
the  Boards'  sincere  appreciation  of  and  publicly  thank 
ourTown  employees  Mrs.  Pat  Reed  and  Mr.  G.  "Bobby" 
Knox  for  their  efforts  and  dedication  which  does  so  much 
to  make  the  Selectmens  job  easier. 

You  are  reminded  that  the  Board  of  Selectmen  regularly 
meet  the  1st  and  3rd  Mondays  of  each  month  and  that 
agendas  are  posted  on  the  bulletin  board  in  advance. 


We  ask  you  all  for  your  continued  assistance  and  most 
sincerely  thank  you  for  your  support.

consistent  with  that  of  the  preceding  year. 

The  accompanying  supplemental  schedules  and  related 
information  presented  on  page  8  and  14  are  not  necessary 
for  a  fair  presentation  of  the  financial  statements,  but 
are  presented  as  additional  analytical  data.  This  infor- 
mation has  been  compiled  from  the  accounting  records 
which  were  subjected  to  the  tests  and  other  auditing 
procedures  applied  in  the  examination  of  the  basic 
financial  statements  and  in  my  opinion,  is  fairly  stated 
in  all  material  respects  in  relation  to  the  financial  state- 
ments taken  as  a  whole.

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Newington 
Civic  Center  in  said  Town  on  Tuesday  the  Eighth  Day 
of  March  1977,  to  act  upon  Article  1. 

(The  polls  will  be  open  at  Ten  O'Clock  A.M.  and  unless 
extended  by  vote  at  the  meeting  will  close  at  six  O'clock 
P.M.  The  Town  Meeting  will  resume  at  7:30  P.M. 
to  act  on  ensuing  articles.) 

Article  1.  To  choose  in  the  manner  provided  by  law 
One  Selectman  for  a  term  of  3  years;  One  Treasurer 
for  a  term  of  One  year;  One  Tax  Collector  for  a  term  of 
One  year;  One  Town  Clerk  for  a  term  of  One  year;  One 
Highway  Agent  for  a  term  of  One  Year;  One  Building 
Inspector  for  a  term  of  One  year;  One  Superintendent 
of  Cemetery  for  a  term  of  One  year;  One  Pound  Keeper 
for  a  term  of  One  year;  One  Member  of  Cemetery  Com- 
mittee for  a  term  of  Three  years;One  Member  of  the 
Board  of  Fire  Engineers  for  a  term  of  Six  years;  Three 
Members  of  Budget  Committee  for  a  term  of  Three  years; 
One  Trustee  of  Trust  Funds  for  a  term  of  Three  years; 
One  Library  Trustee  for  a  term  of  Three  years;  Two  Fence 
Viewers  for  a  term  of  One  year. 

Article  2.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will 
vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  by  issuance  of  serial  notes 
or  bonds  of  the  Town,  not  to  exceed  $630,000.00,  for 
the  purpose  of  building  a  new  municipal  building,  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Chapter  33,  Revised 
Statues  Annotated  of  New  Hampshire,  as  amended,  and 
further  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  sign  and  affix  the 


seal  of  the  Town  to  said  notes  or  bonds  and  the  Trea- 
surer to  countersign  the  same. 

Article  3.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  leave  the 
care  and  maintenance  of  Town  land  and  buildings  to  the 
Selectmen. 

Article  4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  administer  or  dispose  of  any  real  estate 
acquired  or  to  be  acquired  by  the  Town  through  tax  col- 
lectors deeds. 

Article  5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  hire  money  on  the  credit  of  the  Town  in 
anticipation  of  taxes  at  a  rate  not  to  exceed  the  current 
bank  rate. 

Article  6.  Revenue  Sharing  Article:  To  see  if  the  Town 
will  approve  the  sum  of  $25,000.00,  for  the  purpose  of  a 
municipal  fire  alarm  system  and  authorize  the  withdrawal 
of  the  amount  from  the  Revenue  Sharing  Funds  esta- 
blished under  the  provisions  of  the  State  and  Local 
Assistance  Act  of  1972. 

Article  7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  abandon  all 
roads  East  of  the  Spaulding  Turnpike  which  are  not 
presently  shown  as  Town  Roads  on  the  official  zoning 
map  of  the  Town. 

Article  8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize 
the  Selectmen  to  negotiate  with  the  Federal  Government 
for  the  Old  Newington  School  and  accept  for  the  Town 
when  it  becomes  available. 

Article  9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  enact  a  dog  leash  law  in  the  Town  of  New- 
ington. New  Hampshire  within  ninety  (90)  days  upon 
passage  of  this  article  (Petitioned  25  voters) 


Article  10.  Whereas  certain  areas  of  Newington  are 
subject  to  periodic  flooding  from  rivers,  causing  serious 
damages  to  properties  within  these  areas;  and 
Whereas,  relief  is  available  in  the  form  of  Federally  sub- 
sidized flood  insurance  as  authorized  by  the  National 
Flood  Insurance  Act  of  1968;  and  Whereas,  it  is  the  intent 
of  this  Town  Meeting  to  require  the  recognition  and  evalu- 
ation of  flood  hazards  in  all  official  actions  relating  to 
land  use  in  the  flood  plain  areas  having  special  flood 
hazards;  and 

Whereas,  this  body  has  the  legal  authority  to  adopt  land 
use  and  control  measures  to  reduce  future  flood  losses 
pursuant  to  N.H.  RSA  ChapterSI,  36, 156, 156A, 

Now,  Therefore,  Be  It  Resolved,  That  this  Town  Meeting 
hereby: 

1.  Assures  the  Federal  Insurance  Administration  that  it 
intends  to  enact  and  maintain  in  force  for  those  areas 
having  defined  flood  hazards,  adequate  land  use  and 
control  measures  with  effective  enforcement  provisions 
consistent  with  the  Criteria  set  forth  in  Section  1910  of 
the  National  Flood  Insurance  Program  Regulations;  and 

2.  Vests  the  Planning  Board  with  the  responsibility, 
authority,  and  means  to; 

(a)  Delineate  or  assist  the  Adminstrator,  at  his  re- 
quest, in  delineating  the  limits  of  the  area  having  special 
flood  hazards  on  available  local  maps  of  sufficient  scale 
to  identify  the  location  of  building  sites. 

(b)  Provide  such  information  as  the  Administrator 
may  request  concerning  present  uses  and  occupancy  of 
the  flood  plain. 

(c)  Cooperate  with  Federal,  State,  and  local  agencies 
and  private  firms  which  undertake  to  study,  survey,  map, 
and  identify  flood  plain  areas,  and  cooperate  with  neigh- 
boring communities  with  respect  to  management  of 
adjoining  flood  plain  in  order  to  prevent  aggravation  of 
existing  hazards. 


(d)  Submit  on  the  anniversary  date  of  the  com- 
munity's initial  eligibility  an  annual  report  to  the  Admin- 
istrator on  the  progress  made  during  the  past  year  within 
the  community  in  the  development  and  implementation 
of  flood  plain  management  measures. 

3.  Appoints  the  Building  Inspector  to  maintain  for  public 
inspection  and  to  furnish  upon  request  a  record  of  eleva- 
tions (in  relation  to  mean  sea  level)  of  the  lowest  floor 
(including  basement)  of  all  new  or  substantially  im- 
proved structures  located  in  the  special  flood  hazard 
areas.  If  the  lowest  floor  is  below  grade  on  one  more 
sides,  the  elevation  of  the  floor  immediately  above  must 
also  be  recorded. 

4.  Intends  to  take  such  other  official  action  within  its 
powers  as  may  be  reasonably  necessary  to  carry  out  the 
objective  of  the  program. 

Article  11.  To  see  whether  the  town  will  join  the  Straf- 
ford Rockingham  Regional  Council,  and  authorize  the 
town's  representative  to  the  Southeastern  New  Hamp- 
shire Regional  Planning  Commission  to  act  as  delegates 
to  that  Council. 

Article  12.  To  hear  the  report  of  the  Budget  Committee 
and  to  act  thereon. 

Article  13.  To  hear  the  report  of  the  Town  Clerk  on 
the  election  of  Town  Officers.

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FIRE  DEPARTMENT  REPORT 

The  Newington  Fire  Department  answered  one  hundred 
and  eleven  (111)  calls  for  either  fire  or  ambulance  during 
the  year  1976  as  follows. 

Fire:  Mutual  Aid  (7);  Car  Fires  (9);  Gasoline  Washdown 
(7);  Grass  Fire  (8);  Oil  Spill  (1);  Structural  Fire  (5);  Hurricane 
Watch  (1);  and  False  Alarms  (21). 

Ambulance:  Car  Accidents  (9);  Newington  Mall  (14); 
Great  Bay  Ice  Arena  (4);  False  (1);  Mutual  Aid  (1);  Industry 
(12);  and  Town  Residents  (1 1). 

Eleven  (11)  men  of  the  department  attended  a  two  day 
training  school  at  the  Lily  Pond  Training  Grounds  at 
Guilford,  New  Hampshire,  In  June  and  fourteen  men 
attended  a  two  day  training  school  at  Fitzwilliam  and 
Keene,  New  Hampshire,  during  September  1976. 

Your  Fire  Department  is  experiencing  more  calls  each 
year  as  the  Town  grows  and  therefore  the  Department 
is  faced  with  a  much  heavier  workload  to  keep  abreast 
of  the  ever  endless  list  of  new  situations  that  confront 
us  each  and  every  call  we  respond  to. 

The  residents  of  the  Town  can  well  be  proud  and 
should  feel  well  at  ease  knowing  that  the  men  of  the 
Newington  Fire  Department  spend  many  hours  at  training 
and  planning  to  make  Newington  a  safer  town  in  which 
to  live.  A  finer  Compliment  of  men,  in  my  opinion,  there 
is  not. 

Your  Fire  Department  this  year  is  asking  your  support 
at  Town  Meeting  for  a  New  Municipal  Fire  Alarm  system 
that  will  afford  a  much  broader  coverage  and  enable  a 
more  accurate  response  and  eliminate  the  many  false 
Alarms  that  have  plagued  the  department  throughout 
the  year. 
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I  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  residents 
of  the  Town  for  their  safe  home  practices  as  the  record 
shows  in  fire  prevention  and  for  their  cooperation  and 
support  to  the  Department  during  1976.

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FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN'S  REPORT 

Since  its  beginning  the  State  Forestry  Department 
has  recognized  the  fact  that  forest  five  prevention  and 
suppression  is  a  joint  State,  Town  and  Mr.  John  Q.  Public 
responsibility. 

The  local  Forest  Fire  Warden  controls  the  kindling  of 
all  outside  fires  when  the  ground  is  not  covered  with 
snow,  by  issuing  a  written  pernnit  for  the  kindling  of  a  fire. 
Pernnits  are  only  issued  at  such  times  and  places  as 
the  warden  deems  as  safe. 

The  State  law  reads,  in  part,  that  there  shall  be  no 
open  burning  between  the  hours  of  9:00  a.m.  and  5:00  p.m. 
daily. 

The  combination  of  State  and  Local  forces  for  1976 
has  resulted  in  one  of  the  smallest  acreage  loss  years 
from  forest  fires  in  the  United  States  for  the  past  twenty 
years. 

The  State  of  New  Hampshire  for  1976  reported  746 
forest  fires  with  a  total  of  294  acres  burned.  In  the  district 
of  which  Newington  is  a  part,  there  were  246  fires  reported 
with  a  total  burn  of  85.87  acres.  The  Town  of  Newington 
contributed  zero  to  that  figure.  Let's  keep  that  figure  in 
1977. 

When  calling  your  warden  for  a  permit,  please  do 
not  call  the  emergency  fire  phone  number,  but  use 
436-0491.

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LANGDON  PUBLIC  LIBRARY  REPORT 

During  the  past  year,  we  have  seen  the  need  to  nnake 
the  library  services  and  its  stock  more  available  to  the 
public  and  have  rearranged  the  schedule  to  help  fit  the 
need.  Beginning  the  first  week  in  April  we  will  provide 
four  consecutive  days  of  open  hours  each  week. 

Winter  Hours  -  September  1  through  June  18,Wednes- 
day,  Thursday,  Friday  and  Saturday  -  1  p.m.  to  6  p.m. 
Wednesday  a.m.  -  9  to  12  noon  -  reserved  for  school 
programs.  Thursday  evening  from  6  to  9. 

Summer  Hours  -  June  20  to  September  3,  Wednesday, 
Thursday,  Friday  and  Saturday  - 1  p.m.  to  5  p.m.  Thursday 
evening  from  5  to  9. 

The  new  winter  schedule  provides  26  hours  per  week 
instead  of  the  present  21  and  the  new  summer  schedule 
gives  20  hours  compared  to  last  summer's  15. 

The  library  building,  itself,  stands  in  need  of  much 
attention.  Before  we  complete  our  other  town  buildings 
and  their  needs,  we  should  consider  it.  The  expansion 
of  the  Children's  Room  has  been  recommended  for  years 
along  with  the  other  improvements  presented  by  the  ad 
hoc  committee  whose  work  was  published  in  Newington 
Annual  Report  1969,  p.  35-39.  If  the  library  is  going  to 
remain  where  it  is  and  is  not  going  to  be  replaced,  every 
area  of  the  building  should  be  appraised  for  renewal 
and/or  expansion  to  keep  pace  with  our  new  municipality 
concepts,  and  growing  population. 

In  the  meantime,  we  are  providing  for  new  stacks  in 
the  Adult  Fiction  section  and  are  in  hopes  of  fmdmg 
extra  shelf  space  to  relieve  the  overcrowding  m  the 
main  room. 
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In  the  conning  year,  we  will  look  forward  to  your  ideas 
and  suggestions  on  formulating  the  best  arrangements 
possible  for  supplying  good  library  servtce  to  our  town.

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THE  OLD  PARSONAGE 

The  Old  Parsonage  was  the  scene  of  several  bicenten- 
nial activities  this  past  summer.  A  demonstration  or 
exhibit  of  colonial  household  crafts  took  place  each 
Saturday.  These  included  candle  dipping,  spinning, 
weaving,  basketry,  rug  hooking,  dyeing  with  natural  ma- 
terials and  needlework.  A  blacksmith  was  to  have  demon- 
strated his  skills,  but  bad  weather  forced  the  cancellation 
of  his  program. 

Unfortunately  the  attendance  at  these  programs  was 
not  large  enough  to  warrant  continuing  similar  demon- 
strations in  the  future.  Possibly  a  different  type  of  attrac- 
tion can  be  worked  out  at  a  later  date. 

Another  summer  program  at  the  Parsonage,  however, 
proved  to  be  very  successful  and  will  be  used  again.  This 
was  an  innovation  in  providing  hostesses  for  the  Saturday 
openings  in  July  and  August.  A  team  of  six  Junior  High 
School  girls  was  trained  to  escort  visitors  through  the 
house  and  provide  a  commentary  on  each  room.  The 
girls  were  informed  well  enough  to  answer  most  questions 
and  were  very  faithful  in  meeting  their  schedules.  They 
were  dressed  in  replicas  of  colonial  costumes  and  pro- 
vided a  very  lively  note  to  the  old  house.  Two  or  more 
girls  were  teamed  with  two  or  more  adults  which  gave 
much  better  coverage  to  each  room.  The  six  girls  who 
pioneered  this  project  were:  Jennifer  and  Victoria  Kent, 
Mindy  Grant,  Anne  Guerette,  Karen  and  Susan  Therrien. 
The  Historical  Society  found  their  services  very  valuable 
and  congratulates  them  on  doing  a  very  good  job.

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NEWINGTON  POLICE  DEPARTMENT 
ANNUAL  REPORT 

During  1976  the  Police  Department  received  and  put 
into  service  a  new  police  cruiser  purchased  through  the 
Tulley  Buick  dealership  in  Nashua,  New  Hampshire.  We 
also  added  a  third  full  time  patrolman  to  provide  for  24 
hour  coverage  throughout  town.  Our  two  other  patrol- 
men, James  Trueman  and  James  Davis,  were  fortunate 
to  be  able  to  attend  several  training  schools  during  the 
year  covering  such  subjects  as  police  photography, 
accident  investigation  and  firearms  instruction. 

The  Police  Department  recorded  96,863  patrol  miles 
during  1976  and  received  1,409  complaints  or  calls  for 
assistance.  Investigations  by  the  department's  officers 
included  327  criminal  offenses,  10  missing  persons  and 
11  animal  complaints.  There  were  82  criminal  arrests 
made  during  1976. 

In  the  area  of  highway  safety,  efforts  of  our  officers 
resulted  in  22  motor  vehicle  arrests,  290  summonses, 
759  motor  vehicle  warnings,  and  20  defective  equipment 
tags.  Officers  assisted  1,372  motorists  while  on  routine 
patrol  and  rendered  assistance  to  other  law  enforcement 
agencies  on  227  occasions.  During  1976.  there  were  no 
fatal  accidents;  however,  10  personal  injury  and  112 
property  damage  accidents  were  investigated. 

Police  activites  resulted  in  375  cases  being  prepared 
forthe  Portsmouth  District  Court. 

The  department's  prevention  and  service  program 
resulted  in  65  doors  or  windows  being  found  open.  The 
department  made  2,437  residence  checks,  conducted  38 
escorts,  recorded  269  burglar  alarms,  responded  to  26 
fire  alarms  and  assisted  in  39  ambulance  calls. 
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During  1976,  14  motor  vehicles  valued  at  $43,500 
were  reported  stolen  fronn  Newington.  Officers  recovered 
one  locally  stolen  vehicle  and  five  vehicles  reported 
stolen  by  other  law  enforcement  agencies,  while  other 
agencies  recovered  7  vehicles  reported  stolen  from 
Newington.  Additional  personal  property  valued  at  $53,426 
was  reported  stolen  from  Newington,  while  officers 
recovered  personal  property  valued  at  $2,816. 

We  would  like  to  express  our  appreciation  to  the 
residents  of  Newington  for  their  cooperation  during  the 
year.  We  believe  that  the  low  incident  rate  within  the 
residential  area  is  directly  attributable  to  the  police 
patrols  and  the  care  taken  by  the  local  residents.  Finally, 
we  would  again  urge  all  residents  to  avail  themselves  of 
household  inventory  list,  complete  the  form,  and  store  it 
in  a  safe  location.  Additional  forms  are  available  from  the 
department  or  from  the  Town  Office.

Newington  has  been  part  of  the  Portsmouth  Com- 
munity Health  Service  since  April  of  1970.  Community 
nursing  service  is  a  basic  health  resource,  available  on  a 
community-wide  basis,  relevant  to  community  needs, 
and  coordinated  with  other  community  services. 

The  Portsmouth  Community  Health  Service  was  or- 
ganized under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire 
as  a  voluntary  (non-profit)  corporation,  September  5, 
1908,  in  Portsmouth,  New  Hampshire.  The  agency  was 
originally  named  "Portsmouth  District  Nursing  Associ- 
ation." 

In  order  to  better  identify  to  the  communities  the 
extent  and  scope  of  the  services  and  programs  provided, 
the  name  was  changed  in  January  1975  to  "Portsmouth 
Community  Health  Services,  Inc." 

In  July  of  1976  Mrs.  Dot  McConanghey  was  named 
Director  of  the  agency.  Also  at  this  time  Mrs.  Claire  Dill 
resigned  as  our  Town  Representative  due  to  the  fact 
that  she  is  back  in  her  nursing  profession.  To  replace 
Mrs.  Dill  is  Mrs.  E.  Brown  of  So.  Newington. 

Funds  to  conduct  a  high  blood  pressure  screening 
and  control  program  in  the  greater  Portsmouth  area  have 
been  awarded  to  Portsmouth  Community  Health  Services. 

Starting  date  for  the  program  was  November  1  st.  The 
first  group  to  take  part  in  the  program  will  be  municipal 
employees,  after  this,  a  team  of  medical  people  will 
begin  screening  others  at  their  place  of  employment, 
schools,  senior  citizens  centers  and  various  other  public 
places. 
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The  second  Monday  of  each  month  a  nurse  from 
Portsmouth  Community  Health  is  at  the  Newington  Civic 
Center.  The  hours  are  from  3-4:00  p.m.  This  service  is  for 
you  Newington  residents  to  have  your  "Blood  Pressure" 
checked  or  have  any  health  related  questions  answered.

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ASSISTANT  SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 

To  the  School  Board  and  Citzens  of  Newington: 

Submitted  herewith  is  the  fourth  Annual  Report  of  the 
Newington  School  District  since  the  district  became  a 
member  of  Supervisory  Union  52. 

I  am  pleased  to  report  that  the  past  year  has  been  a 
successful  one  for  the  education  of  Newington  students. 

At  the  elementary  level,  you  should  be  pleased  to  know 
that  your  children  have  the  benefit  of  very  good  teaching, 
that  they  are  provided  with  many  educationally  worth- 
while experiences  and  that  each  student  is  treated  as  an 
individual  and  the  program  of  learning  is  adjusted  to  suit 
the  particular  needs  of  the  child.  Students  are  not  held 
back  to  wait  for  others  and  each  is  urged  to  do  their  very 
best.  Your  support  of  the  educational  systems  has  allow- 
ed specialist  to  be  employed  to  give  students  help  in 
various  areas  of  learning.  This  is  true  of  the  whole  program 
and  as  a  result  the  curriculum  in  Newington  gives  ex- 
posure to  each  student  of  a  wide  spectrum  of  subjects 
and  allows  development  of  a  whole  individual  to  better 
prepare  themselves  for  further  learning. 

Your  students  attending  the  Portsmouth  Junior  High 
School  are  receiving  a  good  education.  While  the  school 
was  on  double  sessions,  the  students  did  not  have  a  full 
day,  even  though  all  Newington  students  were  assigned 
to  one  of  the  sessions.  The  start  of  a  single  session 
school  will  provide  more  education  time  plus  allow  for 
added  co-curricula  and  extra-curricula  activities  for  those 
students  wishing  to  participate.  I  believe  the  school  with- 
in a  school  concept  which  is  being  used  at  the  Junior 
High  is  a  wise  educational  system.  While  the  student 
is  in  a  building  with  a  great  many  students,  the  school 
within  a  school  concept  breaks  the  total  enrollment  into 
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four  groups  and  thus  each  student  is  a  nnember  of  a 
smaller  "school".  Not  only  do  teachers  and  students  get 
to  know  each  other  better  through  this  method  but  it 
provides  a  better  transition  period  between  elementary 
school  and  high  school. 

A  year  ago,  it  was  hoped  that  the  High  School  would 
be  on  single  sessions  by  the  start  of  the  past  Fall  semes- 
ter. This  did  not  occur  and  we  look  forward  to  the  near 
future  when  the  transition  will  take  place.  A  single  session 
school  provides  a  more  normal  learning  environment  and 
allows  greater  participation  in  co-curricula  and  extra- 
curricula  activities.  The  learning  enironment  is  generally 
better  in  the  morning  than  in  late  afternoon.  This  should 
be  of  benefit  to  your  students. 

I  am  sure  you  are  aware  of  the  move  to  have  Portsmouth 
as  a  Supervisory  Union  by  themselves.  All  indications 
tend  to  make  me  believe  that  this  will  occur.  You  should 
be  assured  that  any  change  at  that  level  of  administra- 
tion will  not  necessarily  effect  the  students  from  this 
community.  Their  education  will  proceed  and  grow,  as  it 
has  in  the  past,  undeterred  by  administrative  changes. 

Another  item  of  concern  to  the  citizens  of  Newington 
is  the  question  of  entering  an  AREA  Agreement  with 
Portsmouth  for  junior  high  schools.  I  would  urge  the 
voters  to  approve  the  formation  of  a  committee  as  re- 
quested by  the  School  Board  article  in  this  year's  School 
District  Warrant.  May  I  point  out  that  this  article  is  to 
study  the  proposal  only.  Another  School  District  Meeting 
would  be  needed  to  act  upon  the  committee's  findings 
and  recommendations. 

Your  Building  Committee  deserves  a  great  deal  of 
thanks  for  their  time  and  effort  expended  in  making  sure 
the  proposed  addition  at  the  Elementary  School  is  correct 
for  the  town.  I  am  sure  you  will  be  pleased  with  their 
efforts  and  the  final  results. 
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It  has  again  been  my  pleasure  to  have  served  your 
School  Board  and  through  them,  your  community.  May  I 
express  my  appreciation  for  the  help  and  understanding 
given  me  by  the  citizens  of  the  community  and  the  School 
Board  Members.

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PRINCIPAL'S  REPORT 
NEWINGTON  PUBLIC  SCHOOL 

To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Newington: 

The  children  in  the  Newington  Elementary  School  are 
continuing  to  learn  well  above  the  national  average  as 
test  scores  this  past  school  year  indicates.  Recognizing 
individual  problems  and  programming  solutions  for  them 
is  of  primary  concern  and  a  solid  basic  education  Is  being 
provided  by  the  curriculum. 

Over  the  summer  several  areas  in  the  school  were 
painted  and  the  physical  plant  was  in  order  for  the  open- 
ing of  school.  Drainage  in  the  kitchen  dishwasher  contin- 
ues to  be  a  problem  at  present.  As  oil  costs  are  up,  con- 
servation effects  have  been  to  lower  temperatures  to 
68  degrees  daily  and  62  degrees  after  school  hours.  To 
economize  on  paper  toweling,  roll  type  dispensers  have 
been  installed. 

The  school  was  well  utilized  during  the  summer  by  the 
recreation  program  and  the  summer  school  program 
which  had  good  attendance.  During  the  year  school 
facilities  continue  to  be  used  by  the  scouts,  youth  groups, 
and  adult  activities  both  recreational  and  organizational. 

One  staff  change  was  caused  by  the  resignation  of  the 
art  teacher  who  was  replaced  by  Ann  Spurr  of  Portsmouth. 
New  to  the  school  this  past  year  were  the  services  of  the 
Seacoast  Clinic.  It  was  agreed  by  the  School  Board  that 
such  a  counseling  service  would  be  of  benefit  to  the 
whole  school  community. 

The  school  health  program  this  past  year  included  the 
establishment  of  a  basic  first  aid  course  for  the  sixth 
grade  and  once  again  a  dental  screening  program.  Op- 
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portunity  was  also  provided  for  younger  students  to 
receive  the  swine  flu  vaccine  in  Portsmouth,  the  school 
nurse  provided  a  first  aid  course  for  the  staff  as  part  of 
their  staff  development  program. 

Teachers  participated  in  various  conferences  and  staff 
development  activities.  Among  these,  I  availed  myself  of 
a  course  in  Learning  Disabilities  sponsored  by  the  Ports- 
mouth Reading  Department.  Mr.  Maddock  represented  the 
Newington  staff  at  the  Title  1X  (equalized  programming 
for  boys  and  girls)  evaluation  committee.  Mrs.  Long 
attended  a  conference  on  early  education  in  Laconia  and 
the  staff  visited  other  schools  in  the  District  on  Visitation 
Day. 

In  conjunction  with  the  new  addition,  the  staff  partic- 
ipated in  the  initial  meetings  with  the  architect.  Mrs. 
Vezeau  was  appointed  to  visit  the  new  York  Elementary 
School  to  see  if  the  type  of  furniture  being  used  there 
might  be  appropriate  for  the  new  classroom  space. 

Educational  experiences  provided  for  the  children  this 
year  were  visits  to  the  County  Farm  in  Brentwood;  a 
trip  to  the  U.N.H.  Art  Gallery  to  view  a  pictorial  history  of 
life  along  Great  Bay;  a  lecture  by  Mr.  Whitehouse  of 
Rollinsford  who  brought  in  an  exhibit  of  gundalows;  a 
visit  from  Smokey  the  Bear  and  a  program  on  fire  preven- 
tion under  the  auspices  of  the  local  fire  chief;  a  visit  to  the 
Squam  Lake  Science  Center  with  a  exhibit  of  animals 
native  to  New  Hampshire.  Grades  Kindergarden  thru  two 
also  visited  the  planetarium  at  Oyster  River  High  School. 
Grades  one  thru  six  were  treated  to  a  play  at  the  U.N.H. 
Hennessy  Theater.  Through  a  cooperative  program  spon- 
sored by  Title  1,  the  school  and  the  intermediate  grades 
from  the  Wentworth  School  were  presented  a  cultural 
history  of  Black  America.  A  Christmas  ballet  was  perform- 
ed by  the  first  and  second  grades  and  the  spring  musical 
was  one  having  a  bicentennial  theme.  The  staff  wishes 
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to  thank  those  parents  who  lent  their  support  to  these 
events. 

An  open  house  for  parents  was  held  on  November  8, 
1976  and  the  fifth  and  sixth  grades  aJso  had  a  special 
evening  for  their  parents.
